A citizen in his late 40s or more m ay re­ 
call the gory gangsterism of the prohibi­ 
tion era with the same gently wistfu l nos­ 
talgia Granny u sed to show when stied 
tell abou t a family christening or a partic­ 
u larly ju icy strawberry festival. 
The sam e person might have some of 
his fondest illu sions shattered when 
he 
reads that some of the bad men of the 
1920s lived well beyond middle age before 
their hearts qu ietly gave ou t. They weren t 
all liqu idated by machine gu n fire on Chi­ 
cago streets. 
This u ntu mu ltu ou s form of departu re oc­ 
cu rred twice in Chicago within days. E d­ 
ward J. “Spike” O’Donnell, ex-beer king of 
the Sou th Side, died in bed at the age of 7*2 
And William “ Big Bill'' Johnson, th, who 
reigned as the u nchallenged chief of ( hi- 
cago’s gamblers in the 1920s and 1930s 
also passed away qu ietly. 
O’Donnell never 
gave 
away 
secrets 
abou t the dozens of deaths attribu ted to 
his wars with su ch characters as Joe Sau ­ 
ls, Al Capone and Johnny Torrio for the 
city - wide control 
of beer distribu tion. 
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T hr e e 
times 
he 
su rvived assassination 
wou nds, bu t died in his sleep in his home 
on what was described as “ one of the nic­ 
est residential streets on the Sou th Side.” 
So, too. with Johnson. At the height of 
his career, he took over a closed bank and 
opened it as his private gambling bank. 
An a s s o c ia te recalled: “ The take from each 
of his gambling casinos, spaced arou nd 
the 
fringe s of the Loop, wou ld be tak­ 
en by armored cars with machine gu n- 
toting protectors to the bank for distribu ­ 
tion.’’ Johnson died at his showplace live­ 
stock farm near Chicago. 
In life, these men flou rished in the days 
of Chicago’s widely-qu oted mayor. William 
Hale “ Big Bill” Thompson, whose main 
claim to fam e was his pu gnaciou s desire to 
“ pu nch King George in the Nose.

Three times he survived assassination 
wounds, but died in his sleep in his home 
on what was described as “ one of the nic­ 
est residential streets on the South Side.” 
So. too. with Johnson. At the height of 
his career, he took over a closed bank and 
opened it as his private gambling bank. 
An associate recalled: “ The take from each 
of his gambling casinos, spaced around 
the fringes of the Loop, would be tak­ 
en by arm ored cars with machine gun- 
toting protectors to the bank for distribu­ 
tion.” Johnson died at his showplace live­ 
stock farm near Chicago. 
In life, these men flourished in the days 
of Chicago’s widely-quoted mayor. William 
Hale “ Big Bill” Thompson, whose main 
claim to fame was his pugnacious desire to 
“ punch King George in the Nose." But all 
this 
was 
in that between-the-wars era, 
when a m an named C. Y. Harrison publish­ 
ed an anti-war book titled “ Generals Die 
in Bed.” He wrote it before so many gang­ 
sters escaped lite bullets of the tommy- 
guns to die there, too.
